DOCTORS BAFFLED 



9y Case of White Man Who is 
Turning Black. 



A remarkable case of a man's 
hody changing its color engages 
tbe attention of the doctors of the 
London Hospital, says the London 
Telegram. 

Just over two years ago a man 
named Dodd was admitted to the 
Poplar and Stepney Sick Asylom. 
His skin was much the same aa 
that of other white men, but aioce 
that time it has been gradually 
turning darker. 

Already the skin in spite oi med< 
ical eflForts to restore its color, has 
become so dark that he is likely to 
become absolutely black, uoless the 
skill of the London Hospital staff 
can arrest the course of thiis otraoge 
complaiot. 

It is stated there is do apparent 
reason for tbe extraordioary 
change which is taking place. 

Such cases are very rare, but oil 
inquiry at the London Hospital the 
information was given that there 
are certain drugs tbe consumption 
of which has been known to turn a 
white man's skin almost black. 

But there is no suggestion that 
the taking of drugs is the expla 
nation in the present case, and 
hitherto the doctors have been quite 
bafHed by the uncanny metamor- 
phosis. 

Dodd ia to be removed to the 
London Hospital and placed under 
a course of treatment. 

Although ^aact of white men 
turning black are apparently un- 
known to acicttce, negroes are not 
known to hare turned white, al- 
though X-ray ezperimenU io 
America were reported in Decem- 
ber last to ^ave aucceedcd in 
bleaching parla of tbe skin of cer- 
tain negroes.

"One 
millionth part of cyanide of cacodyl 
in the atmosphere ot an air-tight 
cafc Rilled a ^og alaoat instanta- 
neoMsly, and then its power was by 
DO means exhausted, for a second, 
third and fourth dog placed in the 
le cage ins tantaneously died 
from the effect of that single (oiini 
tesimal dose. Although so little a 
the properties of this poison ar< 
known it was first made man; 
years ago. Cadet, the famou: 
Preach chemist, by combioing^ 
acetate of potasfium with white 
arsenic, produced a fuming liquid 
which, although he did not know it, 
was oxide of cacodyl. The German 
chemist, Bunsen, combined this 
with cyanogen, a radical of prussic 
acid, and made cyanide of cacodyl.

NInaty-Seven of the Bills Enacted 
By Last Laglslatura. 



Ninety-seven of the 131 bills 
adopted at the late session Of the 
General Assembly, became laws in 
effect yesterday, June 13, the nine- 
tieth day following the adjournment 
of the body. The otber thirty-four 
became laws upon tbt-ir paesage 
by virtue of having emergency 
clauus attached to them, 

Of the measures which became 
effective yesterday, four carry ap 
pumtments to be made by Governor 
Heckham. These are the new- 
Circuit Court Bill for the counties 
of Knott, Magoffin and Floyd, 
which a judge and a 
wealth's attorney are to be named 
for service until the election in 
November next; the State Embalm 
era' measore, providing a board of 
five members to be styled the State 
Board of Bmbalmers, and whose 
authority is to regulate the practici 
n Kentucky; the dental measure 
luthorizing the GDvernor to ap- 
point five members of a Stale Board 
of Dental Examiners, and the State 
Board of Health Bill, adding by 
appointment, an osteopathic physi- 
an to the State Board of Health. 
Other measures of general in- 
terest are the registration certifi- 
cate for town voters, the Policemen's 
Pensiqn Fund Bill for Louisville, 
the Six Months' Common School 
Term Bill, the measure naking 
chicken stealing a felony, the Game 
Warden and Game Season bill, the 
bill taxing shares of stock of mat- 
al banks in the bands of the 
bank, the bill providing for renew- 
al of franchises of public utility 
porations, the Berea College Bill 
prohibiting co-education of races 
1 any school, the Compulsory Ed 
cation Bill providing for the elec- 
100 of truant officers in the cities qf 
of the State and the bill making 
September t the date of assessment 
if property for the purpose of taxa-

NO MORE UNION CARDS. 



They Become Entirely Useless in 
Cripple Creek District.

The present scale 
of wages will prevail and individu- 
al unions will oe tolerated, it is 
conceded, if they are conducted on 
conservative lines and do not give 
aid in any way to the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners. 

The authorities now in control 
declare that there has not been a 
time for months when life and prop 
rty here were as safe as they are 
today. The streets are quiet and, 
as those of the lawless element who 
have not fled have been imprisoned, 
) further disturbance is expected.

The attendance from this city to 
the Confederate veteran's Reunion 
at Nashville this week will be the 
largest ever sent out ot Hopkins 
ville on a similar occasion. Moit of 
the party will leave by the T, C. 
railroad at 6:15 this naorning, the 
new road having been made the 
ctlicial route. They will gather up 
recruits at .stations, alont the route, 
and many visitors will go with the 
veterans. 

The reunion begins today and 
will last three days. This win 
probably be the last general re- 
union ever held by the surrivors of 
the Army of the Confederate States 
of America. There may be other 
reunions of veterans, but they are 
likely to be state aflfairs, or gather- 
ings of the menot particular armies. 

Fifteen thousand dollars has 
been raised lu Nashville for enter- 
tainment, a much smaller sum than 
was subscribed in 18')", but this 
year the surrounding counties have 
been called upon to subscribe pro- 
visions and help Nashville Goofed- 
eratesout in other ways, so that 
the reunion might not be a failure. 

The Nashville Confederates es- 
timated that by spending less upon 
the entertainment ot the army of 
l,idy sponsors who usually attend 
the reunions that they could take 
. .ircot all the veterans that come 
on t1?.im)ii, provided the people of 
Nashville would open their homes 
and care ior as many as the com^ 
iniitee cuuld not otherwise provide 
for. Si.M thousand veterans have 
been placed in the homes of Nash- 
ville, and the remainder are to be 
bunked in the public school and 
i.tber large buildings. A portion 
of one of' the large squares in the 
city has been set aside as mess 
grounds, where the thousands of 
soldiers will be fed, the mess being 
open and serving meals all day. 

The 1 'nited Confederate Veteran! 
were organized in New Orleans ii 
June, 1889. and there are camps and 
bivouacs all over the South anc 
many Northern cities. The mem- 
bership runs up into the thousands, 
but is gradually decreasing be- 
cause of death. 

There are two auxiliary organi| 
zations, the United Daughters ol 
the Confederacy, with a member- 
ship of 5U,000, about the largest wo- 
men's organization in the world, 
and the Sons of Veterans, with 
about 450 camps and a membership 
of over 10,000. 

The first Commander in Chief of 
the United Confederate Veterans 
was General John B. Gordon, of 
Georgia, the famous lecturer, 
held the position until his death a 
lew rnonttis ago. The present Com- 
mander is General Stephen D. J.ee, 
ol Mississippi, but it is probabli 
that an effort will be made tu elec 
General A. P. Stewart, now ol th( 
Chickamauga Park Commission, li 
the position at the coming reunion 

Mrs. Augustine T. Smith, o 
Charleston, S. C. is President ot 
the r. D. C, and William L. Favs 
soux, of New Orleans, is Command' 
er of the Sons of Veterans.

CIT Y CAN ENJO IN 
Big Spring Case in Qcorgetown 
Settled by Decision of the 

Court of Appeals. 
Franktort, Ky., June lii--.\t to- 
day's session the Court of Appeals 
reversed the judjfment of the Scott 
Circuit Court in the case o£ the 
Water Supply Company against the 
City of Georg;etown, involving the 
question of the ownership of the 
Koyalor"Big Spring" at George- 
town, which had been controlled for 
a century by the Town Counci 
without dispute. Judge Hobson de- 
livered the opinion of the court. 
The question was raised as to the 
right of the appeallant corporation 
to take water from the spring. The 
trial J udpe held that the city had 
entire control of the matter. The 
opinion of today dismisses the 
petition of the city insofar as it 
claims to be the absolute owner of 
the spring. It directs judg- 
ment for the city, enjoining 
the corporation from running its 
pipes into the spring or pumping 
any water therefrom, but allows it 
to tap the branch running from the 
spring.

The plan is 
perfectly fair, and under its work- 
ing the necessity for being early on 
the ground is avoided, and there- 
fore, the terrible "rushes" of the 
boomers which charactarizcd the 
first Oaklaboma and the Cherokee 
strip openings will not be repeated.
